ITH the change of one name, the follow-

foot be put upon the head of this particular 
snake now, the first time for many years, that it 
appears among us.

Lnitecl States government hired five thousand 
Chineses laborers. They have bid for them like 
cattle. They pay nine cents and hour for their 
labor. 
They permit them to bring their wives 


and their families within a few miles of our 
doors, right close to Texas, to Xew Orleans. 


Do you know what that example must mean 


in this country? l)o you know- that the pros- 
perity of this country would die within a year if 
you had the free competition of the Chinese. 


I f you don't know it, you will know it. for we

Do you think that the railroads of

Or do you believe that the railroads of this coun- 
try should he managed not alone for the selfish 
few that take the profits on watered stocks, but 
for the jxjople. that travel, for the people whose 
industry makes the railroads possible? 


Don't you know that if this action of the 


tnitcd States government is to go unrebukcd 
every great corporation will use its influence, 
with the precedent of the government behind it. 
to get Chinese labor? 


Do you not realize that fifty thousand China- 


men in this country would mean ruin? 


You have got to vote aginst Chinese labor 


this fall, or you will have a bitter fight against it 
later on, and bitter repentance later on. 


The Street Sweeping Nuisance
